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HEAT MAY HURRY 
TARIFF MEASURE, 


Older Senators Near Frame of 
Mind to Postpone Action 
on Corporation Tax 
Till Next Winter. 


NEED COOLNESS TO THINK 


Income and Inheritance Ques- 
tions Also May Be Doomed 
to Delay at This 
Session.

Washington, D. C., June 28.—{Special.]— 
Hot weather has been doing its perfect work 
in the United States senate. That distin- 
guished body was adjourned early this after- 
noon with no other excuse than the terrific 
heat, which has begun to affect some of the 
older senators in such way that they say 
they will not remain here much longer, 
no matter what happens to the tariff bill. 

Practically all of the paragraphs of that 
great piece of legislation have now been 
passed upon. The farmers of the north have 
been given free binding twine and the plant- 
ers of the south free cotton ties. Tomorrow 
Senator Tillman intends to take up the ques- 
tion of the duty on tea, which he believes 
will have the effect of stimulating that in- 
dustry in the South Atlantic states. 

When that is disposed of there will bé 
little left to fight over except the corporation 
tax and the income and inheritance taxes. 
Senator Aldrich has put the tariff at least out 
of harm's way and he has also put the senate 
in a position where it will be extremely easy 
for it on some hot afternoon to pass up the 
corporation tax entirely and let the tariff 
schedules go on the statute books practically 
as they were planned originally by Mr. Ald- 
rich himself. 


Heat Thins Senate Attendance. 

This long continued hot spell with tem- 
peratures ranging in the neighborhood of 
104 degrees by the official thermometer at 
the street level has thinned the attendance 
in the senate notably.. Some of the older 
senators, including the members of the 
firance committee and the president pro 
te-~ore of the senate himself, have been 
} ‘estly exhausted by the long hot spell 
©. veather and unless there is a great change 
in the immediate future it will be extremely 
difficult to hold a quorum. 

At the same time, members of the house 
sav that while they might be willing to re- 
main here all summer to. pass the tariff bill 
if 't should become necessary, they are not 
willing to labor to keep up a quorum while 
the senators air their views on the corpora- 
tion tax. which is not any too well uncer- 
stood-by either branch of congress. Repre- 
sentativés of the administration say the 
scheme for a corporation tax has been taken 
up in perfect good faith and that the presi- 
dent will not consent to having It passed up 
and deferred until the winter session. 

On the other hand, although the good faith 
of the president is entirely obvious, a good 
many Republican leaders, who are publicly 
predicting the passage of a new form of taxa- 
tion. in private say they do not believe in it, 
at least in its present form. They do not think 
that a tax of such an important character 
should be levied without most careful con- 
sideration and full discussion of all its dif- 
ferent features. 


Threaten to Delay Action. 

Some of the progressive senators who are 
bitterly opposed to the corporation tax say 
they will feel justified in discussing it at 
considerable length and if the administration 
is prepared to insist upon its passage, it must 
be ready to accept a long delay in the con- 
clusion of the tariff dispute. It is a simple 
thing for half a dozen senators to delay 
action on a thing of this kind almost indefi- 
nitely. 

They do not even have to talk or deliver 
long speeches. A vote can be had only by 
unanimous consent, and a mere handful of 
senators can prevent action almost as long 
as they desire, 

Senator Aldrich today submitted his reso- 
lution providing for a constitutional amend- 
ment on the income tax proposition to be 
considered by the state legislatures. Sucha 
resolution requires a two-thirds vote in the 
senate and it is believed that if it passes, ad- 
vocates of the income tax will turn around 
and fight the proposed corporation tax, be- 
cause. under existing conditions, it would 
be impossible to pass an income tax law for 
atill more revenue. 

It is the general opinion of many lawyers 


in the senate that the corporation tax is 


an income tax pure and simple. Some of 
them fear that if it is put on the statute 
books the Supreme court later “on may 
knock it out entirely on the ground of dis- 
crimination as between different persons en- 
gaged in the same business, one acting as 
a@ corporation and the other as an individual. 


Would Resist Collection. 

Boome of the representatives of insurance 
companies, railroads, and other corpora- 
tions, who have now begun to flock into 
Washington, say that the collection of any 
such tax will be generally resisted, and that 
the amount of revenue derived from it at first 
may be much less than estimated, although it 
is generally admitted that if the law is held 
to be constitutional its reyenue producing 
power in the long run will be enormous, un- 
less the corporations find some way of get- 
ting around the spirit of the law itself. 

In view of the fight on the corporation tax 
by progressive senators and the nonsupport 
of those who are committed to an income 
tax, together with the effect of the heat on 
the members of congress, prospects of an 
early adjournment are improving from day 
to day. Senator William Alden Smith of 
Michigan, who has been making a canvass 
of the senate to find out how much sentiment 
there is in favor of postponement of the cor- 
poration tax until winter, does not claim to 
have a majority vote in favor of delay, but 
he has discovered, not only in the senate but 
outside throughout the country, a general 
feeling that it would be unwise for congress 
to rush through fn a few days in a hot climate 
@ measure which probably would be im- 
proved by being put on ice for a few months 
until its good points and its mistakes could 
alike be appreciated. 


See No Drawhback in Delay. 

Senators who have heard from their ¢on- 
stituents do not think there would be any 
political disadvantage from delay, at least 
until next winter.

Jamés Dorsey Lured to Chi- 
eago and Wounded by 
C. C. Walker for 
Alleged Wrong. . 


ASSAILANT IS HURT, TOO. 


Affray Is Sequel of Cattle Deal 
and Seventeen Months 
Term in Jail in 
Mexico. 


Revenge attempted after three years of 
waiting for opportunity ig said to have been 
the motive for a remarkable shooting in an 
automobile last night in Chicago. 
avenger and his victim were injured, the 
latter perhaps fatally. 

James Dorsey, a cattleman of Gilbirds, Ill., 
and C. C. Walker, in the same business, living 
at Fayette, Mo., were the principals in the 
Strange affair. Both are in the county hos- 
pital. Walker asserts that Dorsey, the seri- 
ously wounded man, was responsible for his 
imprisonment for seventeen months in a Mex- 
ican jail. 

“Three years ago I was released from a 
jail in Mexico, to which I was sent by the 
false testimony of Dorsey,’’ Walker said at 
the hospital. ‘‘ We were in the cattle busi- 
ness together. He had twocarloads of cattle 
on the road in my care. When the stock ar- 
rived at its destination, Dorsey declared I 
had beaten and cut the cattle, killing several. 
The authorities arrested me and I was thrown 
into jail. There I lay for seventeen months 
and I would bé there still had not the Amer- 
ican consul interested himself in my case 
and brought about an investigation. The 
charges were proved groundless and I was 
released.”’ 


Lures Victim to the City. 

Walker said he'came to Chicago some time 
ago. He had been waiting for a chance to 
meet Dorsey again, but feared it was not to 
come. So he telephoned Dorsey at the lat- 
ter’s home in Gilbirds yesterday morning, 
giving his name as Graham. He said Gra- 
ham wanted to see Dorsey about a cattle deal 
at once. They arranged a meeting at the 
. Transit house at the stockyards. 

Dorsey arrived as agreed. At the Transit 
house he found no Graham. But there 
awaited him a message that Graham had been 
called downtown and would meet him at the 
Sherman house. 

Thither the visiting stock dealer repatred 
without delay. Again he was disappointed, 
but only for a short time. Soon there ap- 
peared a small man resembling a Mexican, 
who came in search of Dorgey, saying he 
was Graham. An automobile was waiting 
at the door, the stranger said, and they would 
take a ride through the city while talking of 
their cattle deal. 

Dorsey entered the car, noticing that be- 
sides the chauffeur there was another passen- 
ger. This third passenger was seated deep 
in the cushions and had little to say as the 
party sped north to-Lincoln park. Walker 
was the silent passenger. 


Dorsey Shot in the Abdomen. 

The auto sped on through the drives of 
Lincoln park and over north side boulevards. 
Then the chauffeur was directed to turn his 
car back to the.city, and he started on a 
trip through the west side. At Washington 
boulevard and Curtis street pedestrians 
crossing the street brought the auto to a 
hait, and Walker and his companion threw 
open the door and sprang to the pavement. 

As they did so Walker fired a revolver at 
Dorsey, who leaned out as if to follow. The 
bullet struck Dorsey in the abdomen. He 
lunged forward and grabbed at Walker, who 
fired a second bullet, inflicting a flesh wound 
in Dorsey's right arm. Then Dorsey got 
hold of Walker and for an instant tgey 
wrestled desperately for the weapon. - 

Dorsey wrenched it from Walker's grip and 
in hig turn fired, the bullet striking Walker 
in t head, but not causing a dangerous 
wound. The third man, the supposed Mex- 
ican, took to his heéis and fled. The chauffeur, 
Fred Magimer, 825 Austin avenue, waited, 
apparently taking no part In the fight. 


Driver Taken Into Custody. 

Policemen came up at once and the two 
men were picked up and taken in an ambu- 
lance to the hospital. The chauffeur was 
held at the Desplaines street station, al- 
though both of the principals said he had 
nothing to do with the fight. 

At the hospital it was found Dorsey had 
lost a valuable diamond pin and his pocket- 
book containing $30. The fleet Mexican was 
credited with having got away with them. 

“For blocks I held @ revolver at Dorsey's 
r side,”’ Walker said. “I didn’t want to kill 
him. But he did me a dirty turn and I wanted 
to get éven. I thought we could beat him up 
while we were in Lincoln park, but found 
the drives and walks too crowded. Se we 
came downtown and started for the west side 
in search of quieter streets. 

“JI don’t know who the little fellow play- 
ing the part of the*Mexican was. I met him 
only today and he thought it wae a chance 
to get in a scrap where there would be good 
picking and came along. The Mexican tried 
to tie and gag Dorsey when we started to get 
out. I hadn’t any handinthat. I don’t know 
where the man went to either. In fact, I 
don’t know anything about who he is or 
where he belongs. AJl I wanted was to get 
him so he would know it, for that old deal 
in Mexico.” 

The car in which the party took their ride 
was of the closed type, and Dorsey said he 
coulda not see who Walker was until the 
fight that began at the west side corner. 
Walker, it appeared, taiked little, letting the 
glib Mexican entertain Dorsey.

VON BUELOW TO RETIRE SOON 


German Chancellor Waits Only 
on Finance Reform Measure. 


7? 


FIGHT IN REICHSTAG CAUSE. 


Dr. Yon Bethmann-Hollweg Probable 
Choice as Successor. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, June 28.—Prince von Buelow, the 
imperial chancellor, will retire from office as 
soon as the pending finance reform measure 
is disposed of one way or the other. The 
prince tonight officially authorized this state- 
ment. 

Prince von Buelow has been ‘wanting to 
drop the cares of his office for several weeks, 
ever since the fight made upon his financial 
program in the reichstag reached its crisis. 
He feels that the opposition made by mem- 
bers of that body to his policies is so strong 
that the kaiser could be served better if some 
other person were in the office of chancellor. 

It is known that Von Buelow several cays 
ago handed in his formal resignation to the 
kaiser, the reason given being ill health. The 
kaiser refused to accept the resignation at 
the time and persuaded the chancellér to re- 
main in office temporarily in an endeavor to 
pass the bill. 


Successor Not Yet Chosen. 

Emperor William has not given considera- 
tion to the question of a successor to Chancél- 
lor von Buelow. The most probable choice, 
however, is Dr. von Bethmann-Holliweg, im- 
perial secretary of state for the interior and 
vice chancellor. He has bee in close contact 
with the emperor for some ten years as presj- 
dent of the province of Brandenburg and im- 
perial secretary, and his persona! relations 
with the emperor are cordial. 

As secretary for the interior Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg hes dealt with affairs be- 
tween the federated states and the empire, 
often most delicate in character, with un- 
common success, and he has won the confi- 
dence of the various allied governments. He 
is an able parliamentarian, but he never has 
had anything to do with foreign affairs. He 
is 52 years old, and has a great capacity for 
work. : 


Von Bieberstein Talked Of. 

In filling this office, however, the emperor 
has @ wide choice, and he may consider 
Baron Marschall von Bieberstein, the am- 
bassador at Constantinople. The baron is 
not altogether agreeable to the emperor per- 
sonally on account of certain incidents when 
he was foreign secretary and had a violent 
controversy with Ernst von Koller, secretary 
of state for Alsace-Lorraine, when Koller 
was Prussian minister of the interior. 
Among the other possibilities are Baron von 
Rheinbaben, Gen. von Leocewetifeldt, and 
Gen. von Wedel. 

Prince von Buelow,. who came from the 
German embassy at Rome twelve years ago 
without title to be foreign secretary, will go 
back to Rome and live in the villa recently 
purchased by him there at a cost of $600,000, 
Twelve years ago he was a poor man. He 
retires with a large private fortune and the 

rank of count and prince. On the day his 
‘majesty gave him the latter title Von Buelow 
was notified that his share of the estate of

- IN TRANSFUSION OPERATION. 


Dr. James F. Churchill Helps Victim 


Shows Improvement. 


An apparently successful operation in 
which a Chicago physician gave his blood to 
save the life of his brother has been per- 
formed in Wesley hospital. Dr. James F. 
Churchill, a member of the hospital staff, al- 
lowed his blood to be transfused into the 
veins of George Churchill, 18 years old, of 
Minneapolis. Dr. Frederic A. Besley was 
the surgeon in attendance, and Dr. C. El- 
liott, professor of medicine in the medical 
school of Northwestern university, was the 


adviser in the case. 

George Churchill was taken to the hoepita! 
May 7 suffering from pernicious anemia, 
which medica] authorities say is rarely cured. 
The disease is ascribed to the lack of red 
corpuscles in the blood, which in conse- 
quence loses its reproductive power and prac- 
tically becomes dead. 

After a thorough diagnosis of his brother's 
case, Dr. Churchill believed that the infu- 
sion of healthy blood finto the patient's veins 
might effect a cure. After consultation with 
Dr. Besley it was decided to try the opera- 
tion. 

By a series of delicate operations the trans- 
fer of the physician's healthy blood to his 
brother was effected and the patient’p con- 
dition began to improve. Physicians and 
nurses at the hospital watched the results of 
the operation with interest and noted that 
the boy gained in vigor and his blood, which 
previously had seemed to lack vital qualities, 
was enriched and more nearly normal. 

Two days ago the young man was dis- 
charged from the hospital and went to his 
home, apparentl) greatly improved in health 
and in a fair way to recovery, Hts future 
progress will be watched with keen interest 
py the hospital staff.

TWO MORE BRIDGES DOOMED 


Center Pier Spans at Lake and 
Indiana Streets Must Go. 


WAR SECRETARY ORDERS IT. 


Must Be Replaced by Structures Which 
Do Not Obstruct River. 


The judge advocate general of the war de- 
partment, by direction of the secretary of 
war, has prepared a letter to Mayor Busse 
notifying him that the bridges at Indiana 
street and at Lake street are menaces to 
navigation as they now stand. 

The city of Chicago will be given until Dec. 
31, 1912, to remove the center piers of both 
bridges. Should it decide to construct side 
pier bridges with bascule or vertical lift 
superstructures it will be given until May, 
1912, to complete the job. 

Within the space of a few days the secre- 
tary of war has landed heavily upon the 
municipality of Chicago, not only requiring 
that it shall expend several hundred thousand 
dollars to make over these two bridges but 
ordering that’no further time shall be granted 
the city in which to remove one of the re- 
| maining temporary bridges at Goose island. 

Extension of Time Refused. 

The time limit set for this last named un- 
dertaking has been extended several times 
at the request of Chicago officials. A request 
for an additional extension of time recently 
was sent to the war department, but the sec- 
retary refused to grant it. Accordingly the 
r city must remove the Goose island bridge by 
next December. 

Brig. Gen. Marshall, chief of the depart- 
ment’s engineers, said yesterday that sooner 
or later all of the center pier bridges in Chi- 
cago would have to go and a form of bridge 
substituted which will leave the center of the 
river free for navigation. He said the war 
department wae not disposed to add to the 
city’s burden by ordering several bridges 
altered at one time, but intimated that no 
authority would be granted for the repair 
of any piers of the old structures. 

He said the city might repair the super- 
structures as much as It pleased, but the 
war department would permit no renewal 
work to be done on old piers. 


Victory for Lake Shippers. 
It appears that the Lake street bridge and 
the Indiana street bridge are all that have 
been complained against by navigation in- 


here at which both city authorities and navi- 
gation men had opportunities to present their 
cases. The shipping people wonthe day, and 
there was nothing left-for the secretary of 
war to do but follow the policy adopted by 
the war department several years ago and 
order the structures altered.

*“** We don't believe that to be the case,’ I 
told him. ‘ We believe that some men are 
better than others, and that those who are 
good workmen shoulg receive more money 
than those who are.ordinary. Some of the 
men are used in installing instruments, oth- 
ers in making conduits, and there is a con- 
eiderable difference between the two.’ 

‘While the business agent and I did not 
agree, there were no hard feelings and we 
parted on the best of terms. He said that un- 
der the circumstances he would have to call 
the men out. I told him that I would like to 
grant the union's demands, but that the com- 
pany would not like to change from the pres- 
ent system under which we are working. 


Says Strike Is Too Sma)l. 

“Since the strike there have been several! 
instances in which our conduits have been 
cut, but at no time have I ever believed that 
the union men were responsible for these. 
The strike is too small for any such an out- 
rage as waé perpetrated on our central ex- 
change. If there had been several thousand 
men out of work things would of course be 
different, an: in desperation the strikers 
might have gone to the extent of using dy- 
namite. 
‘As I understand unions, however, this 
dynamiting would never be countenanced 
by them. The men who went on strike have 
not lest any money or time, because they 
have obtained employment elsewhere at 
just as good if not better wages than we 
were paying. -So they would have no object 
in destroying our property. 

‘*T do not believe for an instant that the 
strikers caused this explosion and it would 
take a Jot of evidence to convince me that 
they had any knowledge of it.” 


Also Absolves Gamblers. 


Regarding the idea that a clique of gam- 
vlers was responsible for the dynamiting, 
Mr. Hibbard said he did not believe they had 
anything to do with it. He declared the 
telephone company had no knowledge of 
gamblers or gambling other than that 
brought to their attention by the police. 

“Whenever the police discover a book- 
maker operating,” said he, “they tear out 
the telephones and Instruct us not to replace 
them. That is all we have todo with it. As 
far as our furnishing telephones to one clique 
of gamblers to the exclusion of another, it is 
absurd. When we install a telephone or set 
of telephones we nevér ask whether the sub- 
scriber is a gambler or not, It is none of our 
business, and we furnish service to all sub- 
scribers until the police instruct us other- 
wise. 

‘**So the theory that gamblers threw the 
bomb, or set the dynamite, is not a good one. 
They have no fight on the telephone company 
any more than they have ona playing card 
company. We never voluntarily take out 
their telephones. ‘If they are ever molested 
at all it is the police who attend to it. 

“ Of course, we do not countenance gam- 
bling, nor would we install telephones in a 
gambling house if we knew absolutely that 
it was a gambling resort, 

*‘ After eliminating both the union and the 
gamblers we are right back at the place 
from which we started. I half suspect that 
the perpetrator of the outrage will] be found 
to be some man who is mentally unbalanced. 
But that is about all the’theory I have in the 
matter.’’ 


Labor Leaders Indignant. 
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electric fixture hangers employed by the 
company were on strike for six months, vic- 
tory finally resting with the employers. Mr. 
Wilmarth declined to express an opinion as 
‘to the cause of the explosion. At the time 
it was popularly supposed to have been 
against the Southern Whist club, located in 
the building. 

| The cause is something we haive not been 
able to figure out,”’ he said. ‘* It is true the 
strike of two years ago was a bitter one, in 
which there was some rough work. But the 
strike was a general one and our plant by no 
means was the only one affected. The em- 
ployers hung out and finally won the strike.’ 

“ Do the electrical picture hangers belong 
to the Associated Building Trades, which is 
headed by. ‘Skinny’ Madden?’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘“T suppose they belong to the same bunch,”’ 
replied Mr. Dimery, “ but I don’t know how 
to place the responsibility for the explosion 
of May 31.” 

“Gamblers Have No Motive.” 

“ These bomb explosions,’ said a man who 
has’ been interested in the gambling game in 
Chicago for twenty years, “ have had noth- 
ing whatever to do with gambling—that is, 
the latter day ones, In the early days of the 
series, when the constables were in existence 
and had power, there were a lot of them who 
wanted to get on pay rolis and took various 
methods of calling attention to the fact that 
they were not drawing money at the end of 
each week. One of these methods was the 
explosion of giant firecrackers, But that is 
all the ‘ gambling ’ explosions amounted to. 

‘‘T think I cam say with absolute certainty 
that none of the men who engage in giving 
people a chance to bet in and around Chi- 
cago has been approached by any one and 
asked for anything preceding any of these 
explosions. And so I figure that you will 
have to look elsewhere for a reason for the 
use of dynamite. , 


Trouble with Union. 

“Tt is true Leo Mayer hada‘ whist club’ in 
the building dynamited on Wabash avenue 
and at first blush it looks as if that explosion 
could properly be claseified under the gam- 
bling head. But in the same building there 
was a firm of manufacturers who-were hav- 
ing trouble with the union to which their 
workmen belonged. 

‘Instead of gamblers profiting by these 
explosions, the reverse is true. I think it is 
a fair assumption to say that everybody in- 
terested in the business would be only too 
happy to have the police round up the men 
responsible for the outrages. 

“It is making it a bit difficult for us to do 
even what little business we do now, and 
unless the explosions stop everything will 
come to a standstill.”’ 


Lavin Urged by Schuettler. 

In putting Inspector Lavin at the helm to 
hunt down the bomb thrower Mayor Busse, 
it is understood, acted on the advice of As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler and a number of 
business men who either called upon the 
mayor in person or telephoned to him. 

For many years Lavin has been in close 
touch with labor troubles and strikes, and 
business men who have watched his success 
in this work were outspoken in preise of the 


of the largest employers of labor in the city. 
“ Lavin is a hard working, intelligent officer, 
and he has a faculty of getting to the bottom 
of labor troubles quicker than any police offi- 
cial I know of, 

* He do@sn't do much talking, but a whole 
lot of thinking. Perhaps he will be no more 
successful in his search for the bomb throw- 
ers than those who preceded him, but he will 
at least make an honest and thorough effort.” 

Lavin's police career has been a stormy 
one, Donning the blue uniform in 1882 he 
did patrol duty seven years. From 1889 to 
1893 he was-a lieutenant. In 1898 he was pro 
moted to captain, und in 1902 to an inspector. 


Retired by Mayor Dunne. 

Four. years ago, under the administration 
of Mayor Dunne, he was retired by Chief 
John M. Collins. The latter filed charges 
against Lavin with the civil service commis- 
sion, alleging. among other things that the 
inspector was guilty of protecting two no- 
torious thieves who robbed a Wentworth 
avenue jewelry store by ‘“ blowing” the 
safe. 

Hearing of the case before the civil service 
commission occupied several weeks. The 
leading witness against Lavin was an ex- 
policeman who had been sent to the Joliet 
penitentiary for being implicated in the rob- 
bery. 

At "the conclusion of the trial Lavin was 
acquitted of the charges by the unanimous 
vote of the commissioners, two of whom 
were Dunne appointees. 

In May previous to Lavin’s retirement 
he caused the arrest of a gang of sluggers, 
five of whom afterwards were sent to the 
penitentiary for the killing of Christ Car}- 
strom, a nonunion woodworker

SHIPPY GETS NEW FURLOUGH:;

Mayor, Without Parley, Grants Re-

Weeks of rumors that Chief of Police 
George M. Shippy intended to resign were 
brought to an. end yesterday on his return 
from French Lick Springs, when he asked 
for and was given a two months’ leave of 
absence. His furlough was granted without 
a question.

Lobbyists Are in Evidence. 
It is a significant thing that representatives 
of big corporations are beginning,to make 
their presence felt about the capitol. They 
usually have a good deal of influence, even 
when it is exercised in a perfectly legitimate 
manner. These people are setting up the 
complaint that it would be a great injustice 
to impose such taxation until after the per- 
sons interested have been properly heard be- 
fore committees. This was the course pur- 
sued with the tariff law and is the one 
usually followed by congress. 

Letters also are coming in to senators from 
mercantile corporations which insist they 
should be protected from unfair competition 
by partnerships engaged in the same lines 
of business.

: Reform in Census Bill. 
{In the bill for the taking of the next census 
which is now pending in congress, the two 
houses have taken a step forward in civil 
service reform by requiring that all appli- 
cants for appointment must be bona fide resi- 
dents of the states from which they hail and 
shall have lived there one year before taking 
the examination. This provision will insure 
a more satisfactory apportionment and pre- 
yent the appointment of persons, say from 
lilinois, who never have seen thestate. This, 
however, after all, is merely a scheme for 
equalization, It does not touch the real root 
of the civil service evil. 
At the present time the authority of the civil 
service commission over governmental em- 
ployés ends with their certification for ap- 
pointment after the pasgage of an examina- 
tion to the head of a department. It may inter- 
_fere should an employé be dismissed or re- 
duced for political reasons, but it has nothing 
to do with promotions, except to see that 
persons advanced have undergone examina- 
tion. This power now is lodged solely in the 
hands of the head of @ department and he 
may promote or reduce as he sees fit. 
In some of the departments there is main- 
tained an efficiency record, but the rating of 

. @ clerk depends materially upon whether or 
‘not he is liked by his chief, upon the person- 
, ality of that official, and upon various other 
points which have little or nothing to do 
' with his work. The use of political influence 
to secure advancement is constant, with the 
result that life and initiative are taken out of 
the employé who attends strictly to his busi- 
mess and he becomes a mere cgg ina machine. 


Various Methods Considered. 

The civil service commission has been con- 
,@idering various methods of correcting this 
‘situation, and believes it has evolved a plan 
that willappeal to the country?(Thecomniis- } 
,sion has as ite chairman Gen. "John C. Black 
ot Chicago, who was commander in chief of 
‘the Grand Army of the Republic, and some 
years ago was chief of the bureau of pen- 
sions. As members-it has John A: Mcelihen- 
ny of Loutsiana, a vigorous and progressive 
civil service advocate, and Richard Wash- 
‘burn of New York, who was with President 
Taft in the Phiippines. 
These three men have been in close touch 
with the actual conditions prevailing and 
have decided to-lay before the president a 
recommendation for transmission to con- 
gress contemplating their contro} over pro- 
motions and reductions as well as appoint- 
ments. This plan will provide that every 
chief of bureau shall make a statement 
in great particularity each week as to the 
qualifications of every individual under his 
direct control. 
The statement is to be made public and 
copies furnished-to the head of the depart- 
ment and the civil service commission. Ifa 
clerk objects to the rating given him he shall 
have the right to appeal to his chief, thence 
to the departmental head, and then to the 
commission if he is unable to secure redress. 


Commission to Be Arbiter. 
The commission will be authorized to take 
testimony and establish absolutely whether 
or not the clerk has been discriminated 
against. The natural effect of such a policy 
would be to cause men in power to display 
a great deal of care in preparing the effi- 
ciency record of their force. The effect of the 
enforcement of this scheme will be, it is be- 
lieved, that the deserving will receive recog- 
nition and political influence will cease to 
be exercised. 
In order to give a living wage to govern- 
ment employés it also is proposed to urge 
congress to revise the scale of salaries now 
paid. This will mean.a general increase, but 
it will be compensated for by the retention 
in the service of men and women who are 
efficient. At the present time, just as soon 
as a clerk displays a high order of ability he 
is picked up by some outside concern at a 
higher salary, 
Finally, it is considered desirable to pro- 
vide a retirement fund. Clerks who have 
given long years of service should be taken 
care of in their old age. It is believed this 
‘provision can be made by the government 
» withholding a small sum from the monthly 
salary of each employé and putting it out at 
interest. Congress at first probably would be 
called upon for an appropriation, but it 
would not be large.

FEARS VIOLENCE AT MISSION 


Ex-Lieut. Barrett Gets Threats 
Against Chinese School, 


SISTERS IGNORE PROTESTS. 


Klines Obey Building Laws and Refuse 
to Close or Move, 


“TI have received all sorts of letters threat- 
ening Dr. Kline’s Chinese mission,” declared 
former Lieut. Timothy Barrett yesterday 
while discussing the refusal of Dr. Kline and 
her two sisters to comply with requests of 
neighbors that they either close the school 
in their home or move. 
** Phere.is no need of anticipating trouble,”’ 
said Dr. Kline. “We are carrying on a 
Christian work and nobody would think of 
being guilty of violence.’’ In the meantime 
residents at Sixty-fifth street and Drexel 
avenue are considerably agitated by 
the presence of the Sunday school, but 
‘see ho way to get rid of it. Dr. Kline and 
her sisters, Hattie and Mary, have bought 
the house and insist on using it as they please. 
They have agreed to comply mith the build- 
ing regulations, which provide for doors 
that swing out and exit lights. 


Accused of “Lining Up” Police. 
Miss Kline said Dr. Kline left the 
house in the afternoon with the intention of 
putting a stop to the “ impositions”” of the 
public officials, who, she declared, had lined 
up against her at the instigation of Mr. Bar- 
_reth.. It was rumored that she paid a visit 
to the mayor’s office. 

Upon her return in the evening Dr. Kline 
declared she had not seen anybody on the 
matter of retaining the mission. 

“TT did not intend to interview Mayor 
Busse,’’ she said. “ I see no reason for ask- 
ing his assistance. I consider this thing at 
an end. As soon ag I have placed swinging 
doors in the basement, there will be no more 
subterfuges for breaking up my class. 

“No doubt the opposition is prompted br 
prejudice against the Chinese themseives 
rather than fear of any harm to the teachers. 
But I think the Chinese are as good as any- 
body else. 


“Nobody’s Business,’ She Says. 
“That settles it. It is nobody's business but 
my own. 

“The neighbors cannot cite one example of 
molesting any children by one of my Chinese 
boys, but I can name a dozen instances where 
my pupils have been insulted by the chil- 
dren.’’ 

Mr. Barrett said he feared Violence be- 
cause the mission» was strenuously opposed. 
‘It’s an outrage for the school to exist,’’ he 
said, “but it would be a eater one for 
somebody to use violence t@ rid the neigh- 
borhood of it.”’ 

When told of the defiant attitude of the 
Kline sisters he said he saw no way of forc- 
ing them out. 

“TI simply want them to know the objec- 
tions of the neighborhood,” he said. “I 
should think they would discontinue their 
work in the face of them. We don’t want to 
convert the street into a second Chinatown, 
It seems like a hopeless task to reason witb 
the mission teachers.”’ 


Neighbor States Attitude. 
Robert Irwin, who lives at 6444 Drexel 
avenue, one door north of the mission house, 
stated his attitude. 

‘“*T certainly do not relish the idea of liv- 
ing next door to the place,” he said, “ but as 
for any action, the most that can be done, I 
suppose, is to present apetition to the sisters 
and hope they will act accordingly.” 


LEON LING NEAR ARREST? 
New York, Jurie 28.—It was learned late to-

Up to a late hour, however, no arrest had 
been reported at police headquarters. 

Inspector McCafferty gave out tonight 
the first authentic statement on the 
murder of Elsie Sigel that has been made 
by the police since the discovery of the girl's 
body on June 18 in a trunk in the bedroom of 
William H. Leon, an Americanized Chinese, 
in Eighth avenue. 

“The girl was killed between 10 o’clock in 
the morning and noon of June 9," he said, 
“and we believe William H. Leon is the man 
who did it, with Chung Sing as a possible ac- 
complice.

“ Unable to dispose of the trunk, Leon re- 
turned to New York with the body on the 
afternoon of June 10 and left it in his room.

CONSULAR PROBE ASKED. 


Viceroy Charges Americans Wan- 
tonly Killed Natives, but 
Legation Disbelieves It. 


PEKING. June 28.—The members of the 
meterological expedition under Lieut. Clark, 
a former officer of the American army, have 
arrived at Lanchow, the capital of the prov- 
ince in which the expedition had an encoun- 
ter one week ago with natives, when Hazrah 
All wkas killed. Lieut. Clark has sent a tele- 
gram to Peking requesting a consular inves-~ 
tigation on the spot, and setting forth his in- 
tention of returning to the capital. 

The viceroy of Kan Su province reports 
that the natives threaten to make trouble. 
He asserts also that the members of the ex- 
pedition attacked Chinese without} provoca- 
tion, killing one and wounding two others. 
He therefore demands that the expedition be 
recalled and offers to give it a safe escort. 
At the British and American legations the 
viceroy’s version is doubted and his demands 
are considered extravagant.

Law for Motor Truck Drivers. 

‘It is the duty of the criver of an auto 
truck when he backs his truck to look be- 
hind bim.”’ 

This doctrine is lafd down by the Appellate 
court in an opinion affirming a judgment for 
$10,000 in favor of Clinton Pierson against 
Lyon & Healy. A motor truck owned by 
Lyon & Healy backed into a street car on 
which Pierson was a conductor, breaking 
both bones of his left leg three inches above 
the ankle. 

The appellant set up that the motorman 
of the street car was guilty of contributory 
negligence, but the court held that this was 
immaterial to the issue in the case. 


Ruling Against Young Wickes. 

The Appellate court affirmed a decree of the 
Superior court dismissing the suit of Thomas 
H. Wickes Jr. against his father, who in 
his lifetime was an official of the Puliman 
company. Young Wickes sought to recover 
twenty shares of stock of the Pacific Steam 
Launéry company of the par value of $100. 
He represented that his father loaned him 
$23.000 on the stock with the understanding 
that when the dividends had repaid the loan 
the stock was to be returned. The Appellate 
court held that the transfer of the stock was 
virtually a sale and it is pointed out that 
there is nothing in the record which would 
warrant reversing the finding of the lower 


court.

There will be present 
all the city officials bearing responsibility in 
traction matters, including the mayor, Spe- 
cial Traction Counsel Walter L. Fisher, Chief 
Engineer Bion J. Arnold, and George Wes- 
ton, the city’s representative on the super- 
vyising board; Commissioner of Public Works 
Hanberg, and Corporation Counsel Brundage, 
if he returns to the city in time to attend. 


Transportation Committee Meets. 

‘he mayor declined to discuss his position 
on the subject to be discussed, but it was 
known he already has had a talk with Attor- 
ney Fisher and that the opinion of the city’s 
powers given him pleased him and that ac- 
tion by the supervising board without a divi- 
sion of responsibility with the council com- 
mittee on local transportation is desired.

‘‘ Probably as many people lose their lives 
by being knocked under the cars by vehicles 
passing between the car tracks and the curb 
as die between passing cars. If increasing 
the space between coaches is going to add 
to the dangers of life on the other side by 
cutting down the already narrow space given 
over to teams and automobiles, it would be 
an unwise move. 

“T am in favor, however, of establishing 
conditions where at least a man would have 
a chance for his life if caught between cars, 
and in the opinion of Mr. Arnold that can be 
done. I don't care to discuss some of the 
more violent means that have been suggested 
in this controversy, but there is no question 
about the police powers of the city in this as 
in other: matters should it become necessary 
to exert them. The ordinafices do not rob 
the city of any powers it previously pos- 
sessed,”’ 

Ordinance for Extensions. 

The Calumet and South Chicago Street 
railway was represented at the meeting of 
the local transportation committee and ob- 
tained the passage of a revised ordinance 
providing for ‘the Riverdale and Hegewisch 
extensions.

any one. Nobody has given them a valu- 
able tip. 

It has been rumored that there are 
police officials who know the guilty par- 
ties but will not proceed against them. 
If there were such officials Tue Trip- 
uns believes Ohief Shippy, Assistant 
Chief Schuettler, or Capt. O’Brien would 
have been aware of it and extorted what- 
ever information they might have. 
These men fee] bitterly their inability to 
accomplish anything. They realize the 
extent to which it discredits the depart- 
ment. Presumably they have done the 
best they could. 

The detectives. having failed, other 
agencies must be resorted to. Even if 
the bomb explosions had done no more 
than damage saloons and scare their oc- 
cupants, the reputation of the city would 
be hurt by them. When it comes to an 
explosion in the heart pf the business 
district which injures a score of people 
and destroys $150,000 worth of property, 
it would be fatal to the reputation of 
Chicago if the perpetrators were not 
caught and punished severely. The out- 
side world would conclude that both life 
and property were unsafe here. 

Money can buy information which the 
detectives are not smart enough to: get. 
A large reward and immunity will bring 
an informer. The Chicago Telephone 
company offered a reward of $500 a few 
weeks ago for the arrest and conviction 
of men who have been damaging its 
cables. It has borne no fruit—too small, 
probably. The city council did well last 
night in offering a reward of $3,000 for 
information which will send to the peni- 
tentiary the people “ higher up” who have 
planned this series of outrages. If the 
telephone company were to supplement it 
with an additional reward results would 


follow. 


BRYAN LECTURES JOHNSON. 

Last year the Minnesota Democrajs 
came out in their platform for a tonnage 
tax on iron ore. The legislature, which 
is strongly Republican, passed a bill levy- 
ing such a tax, and Gov. Johnson vetoed 
it. He did so because, in his opinion, it 
failed to meet constitutional require- 
ments, provided double taxation on one 
class of property, would have checked 
the development of a number of the min- 
eral bearing. counties of the state, and 
would have aroused sectional feeling and 
prejudice. His veto was sustained by 
the legislature, but is condemned by Mr, 
Bryan, the Democratic censor. 

He says if the tonnage tax was wrong 
it should not have been indorsed by the 
platform. Having been indorsed, a con- 
tract was entered into with the people 
which should have been carried out, right 
or wrong. If Gov. Johnson did not ap- 
prove of the plank at the time it was 
adopted he should, according to Mr, 
Bryan, have said so immediately. If he 
became convinced after the election that 
the tonnage tax was wrong he should 
have stood by the platform and let the 
mistake be corrected at a future time 
instead of repudiating a “contract.” If 
the governor thought the tax unconstiti= 
tional, continues Mr. Bryan, he should 
have given the legislature the benefit of 
the doubt and left the decision to the Su- 
preme eourt. 

If the question were referred to the 
people they would say they had greater 
respect for a governor who vetoed a 
measure which they favored because he 
believed it was unjust or unconstitutional 
than for one who allowed his mature 
judgment to be overruled by their ‘mis- 
taken wishes. The people expect gov- 
ernors to point out their errors, not to 
indulge them to the injury of the com- 
munity. The people stand by governors 
who have courage and despise those who 
have not. 

It is permissible to assume that Mr. 
Bryan would not have lectured the gov- 
ernor of another state than his own if 
that governor had not been mentioned as 
an Democratic presidential candidate, 
Mr. Bryan, the standing candidate, can 
endure no rival, Whenever one appears 
he hastens to put a spoke in his wheel. 
For the next three years Gov. Johnsoa 
will have to walk delicately to escape 
the frequent lash of the Commoner. 


CHINESE MISSIONS. 

The murder of an American girl by a 
Chinaman in New York is a poor reason 
for attempting to excite anti-Chinese feel- 
ing in Chicago. It is a reflection upon the 
eanity of the American mind and the 
fairness of its judgments when an iso- 
lated case is made the basis for sweep- 
ing condemnation of measures or men, 
As Mr. Wu Ting-fang well observes, the 
instances have been few in which China- 
men in this country have attacked Amer- 
icans, : 

Chinese missions deserve to be judged 
by their fruits. They have been in exist- 
ence for many years here and there. 
They have accomplished much both from 
the religious point of view and the edu- 
catioral, Earnest and sincere men and 
women have given time, patience, and 
money to this sort of religious education. 
They have believed in the work. They 
have seen definite results for good from 
their labors. The shocking fate of a girl 


in a distant city has startled the country. -

READY FOR THE FOURTH. 

The orders have been issued all along 
the line. People have been told what they 
should not do if the Fourth is to be a 
sane one. They have been advised what 
they should do if certain contingencies 
arise. The police have been busy. The 
firemen have had their part to perform. 
The health officers bave sent out their 
warnings, “Don’t” and “do” have 
both been emphasized by newspapers, 
teachers, preachers, physicians, and par- 
ents. The preparations have been many 
to avoid disaster or death on the birth- 
day of the nation. 

The supervision of applications for 
permits to sell fireworks has been far 
more careful than usual. The result is a 
limitation of the number of dealers who 
will handle the explosives duriag the days 
of legal sale. The restrictions have been 
wise ones. The probabilities are that 
more care will be used by the dealers, so 
that the danger from fire will be lessened, 
If the activity of the officials thus far 
shown is kept up till the evening of the 
Sth there is reason for hope that the Chi- 
cago celebration will be marked by much 
greater sanity than any for years. 

As Tue TRIBUNE has stated several 
times before, much depends upon codper- 
ation. It will require the combined ef- 
forts of all to attain the ends desired by 
all. A few things may be worth men- 
tioning once more. The ordinance forbids 
the use of toy pistlos, toy cannon, det- 
onating canes, and blank cartridges. 
Fireworks containing explosives stronger 
than ordinary black powder are illegal, 
Firecrackers longer than two inches or 
more than a quarter of an inch jn diam- 
eter are barred. The discharge of fire- 
works in back yards or alleys, on street 
cars, or in the vicinity of hospitals is pro- 
hibited. These are the main rules for 
prevention. 

The suggestions for the injured have 
been made at considerable length by the 
department of health through an official 
bulletin. As many of the deaths on the 
Fourth are due to lockjaw following 
wounds, a study of these suggestions on 
the part of all will be helpful in reducing 
the mortality. All in all, it is a curious 
way to prepare for the celebration of @ 
national holiday. To look forward to a 
day of commemoration as one might 
await the issue of a great battle reflects 
little credit upon the American people. 
But experience has made such prepara- 
tions necessary because of the absence o! 
the “sane Fourth” in days gone by.

The heir apparent’s name is Yussuff (oT 
Joseph) Izzedine, and he is the eldest son of 
the late Sultan Abdul Asis, who was deposed 
in 1876 and immediately afterwards either 
murdered or driven to suicide. He is, there- 
fore, a first cousin of the present padishah 
and of ex-Sultan Abdul Hamid. The fact 
that he, rather than the sons of Abdul Hamid 
or of Mehmed V., should be next in the line 
for the throne is due to the religious and 
civil laws which for hundreds of years have 
determined the succession of the reigning 
house of Osman. Mehmed V.’s own £0n, 
Prince Zia Eddine, a man now 80 years of 
age, is only ninth in the line of succession.

There is no man of-prominence at Con- 
stantinople about whom a greater diversity 
of opinion prevails than about this Prince 
Yussuff Izzedine. According to some he is a 
man without any spark of character or of 
scruple. According to others he is an ex- 
tremely level headed and honorable man, an 
excellent type of the Turkish gentleman of 
the old school. 

By his enemies it is alleged that, although 
the favorite son of Sultan Abdul Aziz, he re- 
warded the latter’s affection and confidence 
by lending himself to his father’s deposition. 
For he was commandant of the palace guard 
on the fateful May night in 1876 when »vdul 
Aziz was seized in his palace of Dolman 
Bagtche and carried off to the old seraglio, 
where he met with a violent end. It is in- 
sisted that the prince was not only privy to 
his father’s deposition but even facilitated 


his seizure by Hussein Avny Pasha and‘ 


those others who were the yingleaders of the 
plot against Sultan Abdul Aziz’s throne and 
life. 

Without vouching for the matter, I am 
compelled to admit that it frequently has 
been mentioned in conversation and even in 
print at Constantinople, while it is a fact 
that Yussuff Izzedine has been actually de- 
dounced in the presence of a number of wit- 
nesses by his younger brother, Prince Abdul 
Medjid, as their father’s murderer. On the 
other hand, there is evidence to show that 
Abdul Aziz believed in this favorite son of 
his to the last, and that after his removal 
to the old seraglio he bestowed upon him 
marks of unaltered confidence and affection, 
including his favorite sword.

Yussuff Izzedine was quite naturally dis- 
trusted by Sultan Abdul Hamid, who 
throughout his long reign treated him to 
all intents and purposes as a prisoner of 
state, confining him to his chateau at 
Tchamlidja, above Scutari, on the Asiatic 
side of the straits, and in order that access 
to the chAteau shauld be rendered as difficult 
as possible to visitors Sultan Abdul Hamid 
gave instructions to the effect that the mag- 
nificent boulevard, constructed nearly forty 
years ago by Sultan Abdul aziz, from Scutari 
to Tchamlidja, should never be repaired, so 
that it remained until a few months ago 
almost entirely unfit for traffic. 

After the coup d'état of last fall the prince 
recovered in a measure his liberty and de- 
veloped such an intimacy with Achmed Riza 
and the other leaders of the Young Turk 
party that when the counter revolution took 
place in the spring with the object of ousting 
the Young Turks from power and of restor- 
ing to Abdul Hamid all his absolutist and 
unrestricted authority, the authors thereof 
gave as their excuse that it had been or- 
ganized solely for the purpose of preventing 
a coup d'état by the Young Turks designed 
to place Yussuff Igzedine on the throne. 

One thing, at any rate, ls worthy of being 
noted—namely: that, although he remains 
on particularly good terms with the young 
Turk leaders and with the present grand 
vizier, he holds himself aloof from the new 
sultan and they see but little of one another. 
Yussuff lazedine for a long time contented 
himself with one wife, but owing to her child- 
lessness subsequently took three others. The 
fourth one alone has presented him with any 
issue—namely: a little girl, who is his only 
child. 

He is extremely fond of music and of 
flowers, especially roses, talks English, 
French, and German with ease, and his resi- 
dence and the gardens by which it is sur- 
rounded show a cleanliness, a care. and an 
orderliness which are altogether unoriental. 

One of the things about him which cannot 
but excite sympathy is his yearning to see 
and talk with strangers, to make new friends 
and acquaintances, and above all to travel 
both in Turkey and abroad. All his know!}- 
edge of foreign countries has been derived 
from books, and he has seen nothing what- 
soever of Turkey itself—at any rate since 
his gilded captivity commenced in 1876. His 
one longing now is to travel about and make 
himself acquainted with the various portions 
of the Ottoman empire, and also toe visit for- 
eign capitals.

Although the charge of the presiding judge 
in the great Irish slander cause célébre was 
distinctly in favor of Lord Fermoy'’s brother, 
the Hon. Alexis Roche, and against Sir Tim- 
othy O’Brien, yet the jury, which was com- 
posed of tradesmen of the Irish metropolis.

This is a ridiculous outcome of the legal 
proceedings which have been extending, op 
and off, for more than a year past. Sir 
Timothy has for years gone about de- 
nouncing Alexis Roche as a “ liar. a swin- 
dler, and a thief,’’ and also repeated in court 
that to his “certain knowledge Roche had 
committed eight different criminal] acts.” 
There was nothing in the evidence produced 
t® sustain or justify these charges, and the 
people whom Sir Timothy accused Roche of 
having swindled in horse deals were the 
ones who testified most strongly in his be- 
half. The fact that the jury returned a 
verdict in favor of Alexis Roche at 4]) is 
equivalent to the clearing of his character 
and virtually clears him of any of the im- 
putations made against him by Sir Timothy. 

This being the case, the merely nominal 
damages of $25 are preposterous, and it is 
probable that an appeal will be taken. Had 
the trial taken place at Cork or elsewhere in 
the south of Ireland it is certain that the 
damages would have’ been much heavier. 
But at Dublin the jury was undoubtedly 
swayed by the fact that the defendant, Sir 
Timothy O'Brien, was the heir of that former 
Dublin publican and saloonkeeper who used 
also to be known in the Irish metropolis as 
“the knight of the battered noggin,” by 
reason of the dilapidated condition of his 
pewter measures. 

In these proceedings each of the two men’s 
careers for the last twenty-five years were 
subjected to the most searching scrutiny by 
their respective adversaries, in the hope of 
discovering things discreditable concerning 
them, and it cannot be denied that Alexis 
Roche emerges far better from this investi- 
gation than Sir Timothy.

BAPTISTS DECIDE AGAINST 
UNION OF BIG SOCIETIES. 


Convention Asks Members of Denomi- 
nation to Work for the Betterment 
of Civic Conditions. 


Portland, Ore., June 28.—The northern Bap- 
tist convention today adopted the report of 
the committee on the legal relations between 
the convention and the three great church s0- 
cieties, the American Baptist Missionary 
union, the American Baptist Home Mission- 
ary eocléety, and the American Baptist Pwub- 
lication society. 

The report provides that the convention by- 
laws be adopted by the general denomina- 
tional societies, and that steps be.taken to 
amend the society constitutions so that they 
shall conform to the bylaws. 

It was decided that there be no organic 
union; that the convention be incorporated; 
that the exygcutive boards of the societies be 
known as boards of managers, and that the 
American Baptist Missionary union apply to 
the proper authority in Pennsylvania for 
permission to change its name to the Ameri- 
can Baptist Foreign Mission society. 

The Rev. John M. Moore of Boston read the 
report of the committee on christian steward- 
ship, and the Rev. Samuel Z. Batten of Lin- 
coln, Neb., read that of the committee on 
social service. Both reports were adopted. 

The social service committee reported that 
while many churches are active there seems 
to be little organized effort to ameliorate so- 
cial conditions. Baptists were asked to main- 
tain a campaign for civic betterment.

Chicago playwrights are to the fore at the 
Bush Temple theater this week, where the 
bill is made up of three one act plays, each 
claiming a local writer as author. Charles 
W. Collins, William Anthony McGuire, and 
Joseph Medill Patterson are the dramatists 
represented and “‘ The Greatest Gift,” “‘ The 
Devil, the Servant, and the Man,” and 
‘Dope’’ are their respective contributions 
to the literature of the stage. 

As Mr. Patterson’s playlet already has had 
a run of a fortnight at the same theater and 
therefore has become familiar to playgoers, 
and as the Collins piece Was given for the 
first time some weeks ago at a benefit per- 
formance and at that time was outlined and 
commented on in detail in this column, at- 
tention was directed principally to the first 
view of the McGuire sketch, Added interest 
is given to its presentation at this time be- 
cause of the fact that the author has had the 
good fortune to have two of his long plays ac- 
cepted by eastern managers for production 
next season. 

Last night's performance was under dis- 
advantageous circumstances, for the deci- 
sion to make the production was not arrived 
at till last Wednesday. In the stress of 
general preparation for the opening of the 
new stock company, it was possible to have 
only three complete rehearsals. Accordingly, 
it is difficult to determine the true value and 
dramatic effectiveness of the play. The ac- 
tion was followed with unmistakable interest 
by the large audience, and liberal applause 
and numerous recalls followed the curtain, 
but {t was hard to tell whether the plaudits 
were tributes to the play or the players. 

At any rate, Mr. McGuire gives proof that 
he has dramatic instinct and a-certain degree 
of originality, as well as the ability to write 
dialogue that is natural. It is true that he 
has borrowed some of his ideas from other 
playwrights, but he is not above making the 


frank and open handed fashion. 


- 

The action takes place some time after mid- 
night and begins upon the arrival at home of 
a young husband who has been imbibing not 
wisely but too much. When his wife, who is 
supposed to have retired for the night, fails 
to answer his queries he comes to the con- 
clusion that she has made good her threat to 
desert him. or else has gone to seek consola- 
tion and sympathy elsewhere. The husband 
had been making a day of it. In the after- 
noon he had! attended a performance of ‘“The 
Devil” a la Fiske and Arliss. He had tried 
to wash down the unpleasant taste remaining 
by indulging tn a wine dinner: Failing in 
that. he chose ‘“‘ The Servant in the House ”’ 
as a likely antidote, and after witnessing the 
Kennedy play and repeating the washing 
down process he arrives at home, 

Programs in hand he sits down and in 
maudlin fashion attempts to recall what he 
has seen. Of course, he drops asleep and 
immediately the door opens and his Satanic 
majesty enters. Feelings of jealousy and 
distrust and a longing for revenge are stirred 
up by the evil one. The man is made to be- 
lieve that his wife is false to him anc! that at 
the present moment she is wining and dining 
quite after the fashion approved in hus- 
bands, but not in wives. A revolver is slipped 
into his hand and the apparition disappears. 
He starts to leave when the doorway is 
blocked by the appearance of Manson, “the 
servant in the house.”’ Of course, the would- 
be murderer is disarmed of his fears and 
doubts as well as of the weapon, and with the 
promise of a new hope and trust and an evi- 
dence of a desire for a better mode of living 
he awakes from his dream as the second 
vision vanishes. 

Mr. McGuire's motive is sincere, but his 
real purpose is not as clearly defined as it 
might be. As played last evening the piece 
failed to convince as strongly as the author 
evidently hoped it would, and the final mo- 
ment seemed indefinitely weak.

From the 
second we got two animals. 

“ Near Beechey Point, just east of Colville, 
we found the fresh trail of a polar bear g 
injand to hibernate. We traveled briskly fog 
two days, but found no sign of the bear.” 

The explorer wrote that they finally aban. 
doned the hunt and, returning to the coast, 
started up to Colville. Two days’ march 
from Beechey Poin they came on the first 
houses near the mouth of the Indian river, 
There they decided to make their winter 
headquarters. 

“ After about a week in this camp,” cons 
tinued the explorer, “ I started with one man 
for Smith bay. At our cachein Smith bay 
we were delayed five days by a storm which 
made it inadvisable to uncover our cache for 
fear of light things blowing away. 


Dogs Cowed by Severe Storm. 

“Even when the wind lulled a little it sti] 
blew so hard our Cogs could not face it. We 
arrived at Cape Smythe near the last of No- 
vember, some six or seven days after the sup 
disappeared. 

“ At the kind invitation of Charles Brower, 
director of the Cape Smythe Whaling and 
Trading company’s station, of which he is 
part owner, I stayed with him from that time 
until Christmas, making physical measure- 
ments\ of the people, taking down folklore 
tales, and compiling notes on the Point Bar- 
row dialect. 

“Since coming back here I have spent my 
time copying the vocabulary of the Point 
Barrow cialect (about eight thousand words 
with long explanatory illustrative notes of 
some) and getting more linguistic notes. 


CINCINNATI RIVALS JOSHUA; 
HAS CLOCK GIVE LIE TO SUN, 
“More Daylight’ Plan Legalized by 


City Council—Day Will Begin Hour 
Earlier During Summer. 


Cincinnati, O., Juge 28.—Official sanction 
was given to the ‘ More Daylight ” plan by 
the city council] tonight by the passage of 
an ordinance which provides for local opera- 
tion of the scheme which it is hoped will be 
taken up by other municipalities and by the 
federal government and will eventually come 
into common vogue in this country. 

The plan was originated some time ago in 
Cincinnati by heads of commercial! and busi- 
ness clubs and contemplates moving the 
clock back one hour during the months be 
ginning with May and running til! Oct. L 
somewhat after the proposed fashion in Eng- 
land and Canada. 

So far as known Cincinnati is the first 
city im this country to change the working 
hours during the summer months. The idea, 
it is stated, has been introduced in England, 
France, Germany, Australia, Denmark, and 
Belgium. 

The ordinance was introduced into the 
council by Councilman Mullen, accompanied 
by a petition signed by 90,000 names, and 
was passed unanimously. 

May 17 last a committee of seven members 
from the National Daylight association of 
Cincinnati called upon President Taft. The 
committee, on its return, following the sug- 
gestion of President Taft that the movement 
be started in Cincinnati, began work to 
carry it into effect. 

Plans are now under way to have daylight 
associations formed in all sections of the 
country. ‘ 


WILL ASK KAISER’S APPROVAL 
OF TEMPERANCE PARADE HERE 


Committees Working for Event on 
Sept. 25 Instruct Secretary to Write 
to Emperor William. , 


At a meeting in Willard hall last evening 
of the committees working for the temper- 
ance and law enforcement parade on Sept. 2% 
it was decided that the secretary, Dr. H. C. 
Newton, should write to Emperor William 
of Germany for an expression of his approval 
of the enterprise.

TEACHES TACT AND PLUCK. 


D. A. & Leader Says It’s Romantic, 
Others Remark ‘So Artistic.’’ 


I¢ the authorities of Harvard are thinking 
of “sitting ’’ upon the expressed views of 
Prof. George Herbert Palmer, with the pos- 
sible end of sitting upon the perpetrator, too, 
they may just as well know now that they 
need not count upon the women to. uphoid 
them. 

In every circle, social, educational philan- 
thropic, athletic, when the subject was 
broached to the women they lined up on the 
side of the 68 year old champion of the mild 
flirtation. Of course they wished to have 
the word defined, as every word has to be 
when it is suddenly drawn into an argument, 
no matter how innocent a word it may previ- 
ously have been. On the assumption, how- 
ever, that it meant a splendid stimulating 
companionship between young men and 
young women, the feminine population were 
strongly for it. 

** What woman is not in favor of romance,”’ 
exclaimed Mrs. Albert H. Dainty of the Chi- 
cago Woman's club and the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. “If we cannot 
have romance and Greek and mathematics, 
too, let us by al] means have romance, 


Better than Sociology. 

**Sericusly, if the flirtation is of the right 
gort, I think it is more broadening than the 
classics. It teaches young people more of 
society in its broader sense than sociology 
does—it teaches them how to get along with 
one another. They learn from it the tact 
which they need to practice all of their lives 
long, and this is the identical thing that a 
college education does not teach. 

“It is broadening and it teaches girls how 
to take the knocks and buffetings of war—for 
when two people strike up a flirtation it is 
really the equivolent, isn’t it, of declaring 
war? Isn't any love affair really a fight to 
the finish, in which neither party will sur- 
render if it can possibly be helped? 

‘‘ Yes, Iam for romance, even if it take the 
form of flirtation. The college regular cur- 
riculum tends to make the students pedantic, 
but the romances of the campus—they are 
broadening and teach the important subject 
of humanity.” 

Out on the University of Chicego campus 
Miss Marion Talbot, dean of women, hurry- 
ing home from Cobb hall, expressed herself 
as favoring the art (as Prof. Nathaniel But- 
ler, dean of the school of education, defined 
it). 


Replies, “Why, Yes, I Approve.” 

Opposed to college marriages between un- 
dergraduates, opposed to college dances 
when they come on nights preceding class 
recitations, opposed to almost everything, so 
the undergraduates sometimes think, that 
they wish to do, Miss Talbot came out with 
“Of course I approve of flirting. There are 
altogether too few college graduates who 
marry as the result of college courtships. 
The students should be encouraged to make 
friendships toward this end.’’ 

Miss Talbot had said she believed that 
fiirtations should be serious, and this was 
the explanation of that statement. In quali- 
fication of her-whole attitude, she added 
that *“‘I don’t mean flirting of the frivolous 
and insincere sort. There can, however, be 
no logical exception taken to the proper kind 
of flirting. At least, it affords a great relief 
from close application to books. Students 
should be careful, however,’’ she concluded 
by way of conservatism, “ not to let it inter- 
fere with their studies.’’ 

According to Prof. Butler, flirting is an art, 
and therefore has a place on a college cur- 
riculum. 

“TIT am opposed to serlous romances,”’ he 
qualified his statement. ‘“‘ The only joy or 
recreation comes from a frivolous flirting. 
But, of course, to take all of the emotional 
element out of an art kills it.” 


Northwestern Campus ‘‘Normal.” 

Speaking for Northwestern university 
President A. W. Harris said ** conditions on 
the campus here are normal,”’ his statements 
carrying the inference that flirtation in 
some Of its manifestations flourished there. 
The authorities are not opposed to it even 
in its serious form—such, at least, is the nat- 
ural implication of one of his statements. 
“We have had two Harvard men recently 
on our faculty,’’ he said, ‘‘ who were married 
to Radcliffe girls.’’ 

The only one who refused to talk on the 
subject was Miss Myra Reynolds, head of 
Foster hall of the University of Chicago. 

“TI would not discuss the question of flirt- 
ing with anybody,” she said. ‘‘I have had 
no experience, and know nothing whatever 
about the proper attitude. My specialty is 
English literature and romance of the olden 
days. I can’t give out an enlightening in- 
fterview on the modern art of flirting.”’

Pittsburg’ s New Sadshell Plant 
Will Be Dedicated Tomorrow. 


OUBS TO BE THE ATTRACTION 


Experts of Opinion Field Is the Finest 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 28.—With the Cubs as 
an attraction, Pittsburg’s new $1,000,000 
baseball plant, Forbes field, will be dedi- 
cated on Wednesday. The park is named 
in honor of Gen. Forbes, to whom the city 
owes. much. 

All the baseball experts who have seen 
Forbes field say it is the finest baseball 
ground in the world, with a rock bottom field 
covered by clay soil and sod. 

The entrance to the massive 50 cent 
bleacher is at the left wing of the grand 
stand, where there are facilities for handling 
10,000 persons without confusion. There are 
four ticket windows and four turnstiles. In 
the event of showers, shelter may be had 
either under the bleachers or under thé left 
wing of the grand stand. The ticket window 
is in the right wing “of the grand stand. The 
25 cent bleacher will be open all day. In the 
balcony of the third tier of the grand stand 
will be two safety plunger elevators near the 
main entrance of the grand stand. 

Un the main seating area of the grand 
stan a broad promenade, nearly as long 
as th city blocks and wider than most streets. 
All of this space is at the disposal of patrons of the 
grand stand. Leading from this passagewsy on 
the field side of the stand are seven inclines v/hich 
take the places of stairways. Three of theve in- 
clines are on the first base side and lead to boxes. 

To the right of the main entrance to the grand 
stand is a runway twelve feet wide. This will be 
convenient for purchasers of grand stand tickets, 
providing patrons desire tp sit on the first base 
side. It also will be used for persons having re- 
served seats or boxes in the balcony or on the frst 


base side. 

At the left of the main entrance is a similar in- 
cline, which is the most direct route to the unre- 
served seats on third base side of the grand stand, 
and will be used by holders of balcony, reserved, 
and box tickets. When patrons do not care to avail 
themselves of the convenience of the elevators at 
the conclusion of games, all of the nine runways 
will sérve as exits, and will empty the immense 
stand in a few minutes. Maids will be in attend- 
ance in the reception rooms for women in the 
grand stand. There will be telephones on all floors 


f the nd stand. 
. The come capacity of the entire park is 30,000.

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‘| Board Afvised by Attorneys 
‘That It Has Power to Levy 
on Capital Stock. 


MAY LEAD TO CONFLICT. 


Complications Ahead if Review- 
ers or State Equalizers At- 
tempt Like Action. 


For the first time in the history of Cook 
county, there is to be a comprehensive at- 
tempt on the part of the board of assessors 
to take the capita) stock of Iiinois corpora- 
tions. : 

* So far as it lies within our power, we shall 
levy a tax against capita! stock,”’ said As- 
sessor Adam Wolf yesterday. ‘“ The details 
remain to be worked out.” 

Im taking thie stand, the board of asses- 
sors has followed the advice of its attorneys, 
John C. and D. R. Richberg. They have 
given an opinion to the effect that under the 
decision of the Supreme court in the case of 
Hub vs. Hanberg, it is the duty of the 
board to tax the capital stock of coal min- 
ing, manufacturing, mercantile, stock breed- 
ing, a « ne vspaper and publishing corpora- 
tions. 

On the other hand, the state board of 
equaHzation claims the right under the 
amendment of 1905 to levy the tax on all 
of the above classes of corporations except 
coal mining, taking their cue from the at- 
torney general, who held that the Hub case 
applied to coal mines only. 


Reviewers to Have Chance. 

Before the tax is levied on the capita! stock, 
the board of review will have a chance to 
pase upon the question. The law which cre- 
ated that body kw ve it the right to review all 
assessments levied against personal or real 
property in Cook county by the board of as- 
sessors. Im case of conflict between the 
poard of assessors and boardof equalization, 
the board of review may take a different view 
of the situation than the board of assessors 
and wipe out the capital stock tax. 

“When the law of 1905 was passed,”’ sald 
D. R. Richberg, “ we gave it as our opinion 
that the four clauses which exempted the 
capital stock of coal mining, manufacturing, 
mercantile, stock breeding, and newspaper 
and publishing corporations from being list- 
ed by the local board of assessors, and re- 
quiring the valuation to be made by the 
poard of equalization, were unconstitutional. 

“ After the Hub case we revised our opin- 
ion, because the Supreme court specifically 
states that the power to value the stock and 
levy the assessment in the case of mining 
companies is vested in the local board of 
assessors. We hold that the same power ap- 
plies to the other classes of corporatians. 


Opposed by Attorney General. 

“ We have heard that the attorney general. 
who agreed with us originally, has not re- 
vised his opinion, except as to the mining 
corporations, That may cause some com- 
plieations if the state board of equalization 
should attempt to levy on the capital stock 
of a manufacturing or mercantile corpora- 
tion. We have written to the attorney gen- 
eral on the subject, but have had no reply. 

‘It is, perhaps, little understood what the 
capital stock tax means, it being somewhat 
of a new proposition in this state. The law 
requires, as we hold, that a corporation must 
list its capital stock at the actual market 
value, and that a tax shall be levied on the 
excess of this value above the value of the 
tangible property of the corporation, but not 
including its franchises. 

‘Of course this applies only to Illinois 
corporations and does not apply to street 
railroads or other corporations especially 
placed under the taxing authority of the 
board of equalization by the constitution.”’ 

The board of review already has sent out 
a large number of notices summoning prop- 
erty owners to appear before them, begin- 
ning July 7, to show why their assessments 
should not be increased, and in some cases 
to show, if they can, any reasonable excuse 
for being left off the list. 


Officials’ Names Used in “Ad.” 

Hyde Park residents found envelopes in the 
morning mail with the words “ Regarding 
Your Taxes ” in large type on the upper left 
hand corner. When they got to the inside of 
the matter they discovered it was only an ad- 
vertisement of a taxicab company. As the 
names of F. W. Upham, member of the board 
of review, and John R. Thompson, county 
treasurer, appeared on the letter heads on 
which the advertisement was written, some 
of the recipients declared that “ public offi- 
clals are lending themselves to a pretty busi- 
ness.”’ 

Ald. MeCoid, who fs president of the taxi- 
cab-company, explained that it was a mistake 
on the part of the printer, who set “ taxis,’ 
the abbreviation for taxicabs, wrong. it 
should have been an “1” instead of an “‘e.” 

“TIT didn't know a thing about it until I 
heard of it this morning,”’ said Mr. Upham. 
“TI have talked it over with Mr. Thompson, 
and while we of course are not trying to use 
our position to get business for the company, 
we cannot see anything wrong with the letter 
except what appeared on the envelope, and 
that, IT take it, is a play on the word ‘ taxis.’

Logansport, Ind., June 28—The WThero 
plantation, which was promoted by William 
D. Owen and Fred Borges of this city, and 
was the means of fleecing thousands of peo- 
ple out of millions, making Owen a fugitive 
from justice and Borges an inmate ofa 
Massachusetts prison, has gone up tn smoke. 

Logansport stockholders in the United 
States Plantation company, which was or- 
ganized after Owen fled and Borges was sent 
to prison, have received a letter from the 
Boston headquarters, saying a fire had wiped 
away everything that the company owned 
in Mexico; that nothing was saved but the 
bare ground. 

The letter inquires whether the stockhold- 
ers will advance more money and make an- 
other start or sell or lease the land.

H. CG. Barlow, traffic director, and Stanley 
Field, representing James Simpson, vice 
president of Marshall Field & Co. and chair- 
man of the committee, together with seven 
other members, represented to the roads 
that Chicago merchants and manufacturers 
are losing thousands of dollars on account 
of the disparity in rates. The railroads were 
asked to remedy the situation either by ob- 
taining a restoration of the normal water 
rates or by making an emergency reduction 
in the rail rates to Texas, which were raised 
last year about 10 per cent. 


Shippers’ Profits Suffer. 

The situation has now been continued for 
six or eight months and the Chicago shippers 
say they are absprbing the difference iti 
) rates out of their profita rather than with- 

raw from the field, because tht Texas busi- 

ess is growing and to let go would mean 
years of effort before it could be regained. 

The railroada were represented by J. M. 
Johnson of St. Louls, vice president of the 
Missouri Pacific, George T. Nicholson, vice 
president of the Santa Fé; E. B. Boyd, assist- 
ant to the vice president of the Missouri Par 
cific, and Théodore Brent, assistant to the 
third vice president of the Rock Island. 

It was stated that they aleo had felt the 
lose .1 traffic on account of the law rates 
from the seaboard, but are still undecided as 
to how the situation may be remedied. 

The railroads are having some statements 
prepared showing the movement of the traf- 
fic, which will form the basis for another 
conference to be held within a few days. 

‘We cannot afford go cut our rates to 
meet that kind of competition unti? it Is 
shown to be necessary,’ said one of the 
traffic officials, ‘‘ and unless they are found 
to be unreasonably high of themselves. That 
question is now before the interstate com- 
merce commission.” 


Will Extend Block System, 

Announcement was made during the day 
that the Baltimore and Ohio railroad has 
completed plans for the extension of the 
block signal system on its Chicago division 
covering a distance of 150 miles from Hicks- 
ville. O., to South Chicago, Ill. There will be 
183 miles operated under the manual block 
system from Hicksville to Millers, Ind., and 
on the remaining seventeen miles automatic 
block signals will be installed. 

Reduced rates for Fourth of July excur- 
sions will be put in effect generally by the 
western roads in the territory surrounding 
Chicago. The initiative was taken by the 
Chicago and Alton, which announced a fare 
and a half for the round trip for the day 
between all Illinois and Missouri stations. 

The Wabash will make the same rates and 
the Burlington, Santa Fé, Rock Island, and 
St. Paul will reduce the rates between Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, and Kansas City and other 
competitive points. 

The Chicago and Fastern Illinois and Chi- 
cago, Peorla and St. Louis \have made the 
rate effective between all stations. 


Road Limits Baggage Checking. 

It is learned that following a recent warn- 
ing that commutation tickets should not be 
loaned to others who wish merely to check 
baggage on them and then use electric lines, 
the Chi¢cago and Northwestern railroad be- 
ginning July 1, will limit baggage checking. 
Instead of being allowed to check baggage 
with every ride of a ticket, there are to be 
only teh checkings allowed on “ monthly ”’ 
and ‘‘ twenty-five ride”’ tickets, and five on 
‘tem ride ”’ tickets. The order is to prevail 
for the stations at and between Waukegan, 
Barrington, West Chicago, and Chicago.
